APRIL 6, 1877 - ‘‘With this first issue of 
the North Hastings Review, we launch 
upon the sea of journalism, determined to 
either ride the waves or sink beneath their 
crest with honor.”’ 

The people of Madoc and the 
surrounding district read these words 
today as they opened the first issue of a 
new newspaper - the North Hastings 
Review. 


In a message of greetings to his new 
subscribers, editor and publisher Jas. A. 
Orr said his newspaper would “‘labour for 
the benefit of the community at large.’’ 

‘The variety of opinion, the conflict of 
interests and the multiplicity of tastes 
characterising our constituency, make our 
course the subject of criticism from many 
points of view,’ he said. 

‘It will readily appear, therefore, that, 


however nicely we may pick our steps, 
however carefully we may seek to give 
none offence, however scrupulously we 
may apply ourselves to the study of public 
requirements, or however much we may 
strive to reconcile difference; we cannot 
please everybody. Our highest aim, in view 
of these obstacles, will be the greatest 
good to the greatest number.’’

Local papers comment on Review 


APRIL 19, 1877 - Nine local newspapers 
today offered their own opinions on 
Madoc’s new newspaper - the North 
Hastings Review. 

The Belleville Daily Intelligencer said 
the Review ‘‘is neatly got up and printed’’ 
and ‘independent in politics.”’ Although 
the newspaper is starting with a small 
advertising patronage, the Intelligencer 
felt that Madoc, as a growing and 
enterprising village, would soon give the 
publishers “the success they deserve.’’ 

. The Orillia Times said of the Review: 

It is impossible to judge of its merits from 
a first number, but its appearance is 
altogether in its favor and we have no 
doubt that it will deserve and receive a 
liberal patronage. We have the pleasure of 
knowing its proprietors, who are steady, 
industrious and painstaking, and if they do 
not make their paper a success it will be the 
fault of the people around Madoc and not 
their own.’’ 

The Brighton Ensign said the Review ‘‘is 
well got up and is published by a 
thoroughly practical man. We congratulate 
Madoc on its new acquisition and trust the 
enterprising publisher of the Review will 
have good success in his venture.”’ 

The Napanee Standard cordially wel- 
comed the new paper and hoped ‘‘that it 
may sail prosperously to the haven of 
literary and financial success.” 

The Port Hope Times said the paper “‘is 
excellently gotten up, neutral in politics 
and should be peneentsly patronized by 
the people of the village and county in 
which it is printed, who will soon be able to 


see the advantage of having a good local 
paper to protect their interests.’’ 

The Kingston Daily Whig also praised 
the paper as being well ‘‘gotten up’’ and 
said it seems to be managed by a man who 
knows no such word as fail. 


The Meaford Monitor said the Review 
‘presents a very neat and thrifty 
appearance’’. The Monitor wished the new 
paper “‘unbounded success and the more 
especially as it has taken the true stand in 
regard to politics.’’ 


The Kingston Daily News said that being 
neutral in politics will be ‘‘a difficult task to 


carry out.’’ The News went on to say it is 
significant of the manner in which the 
““‘back country’’ is filling up to find a 
journal as neatly printed as the Review. 
‘We trust the days of the Review may be 
long in the land and may its shadow never 
grow less.’’ 

The Campbellford Herald said the 
Review was ‘‘creditably edited’’ and in size 
was considerably beyond its expectations. 
‘‘We hope the people of Madoc know the 
value of a local organ and give this new 
publication every encouragement. Abun- 
dance of success, young friends of the 
Fourth Estate.’’ 


Mercury predates Review 


Madoc had a weekly newspaper before 
the North Hastings Review came into 
being. 

Started in the early 1860’s, the Madoc 
Mercury and North Hastings Mining News 
ceased publications on Saturday, May 13, 
1871, with these words: 


“‘With the present number, the 
Publication of Madoc Mercury, which has 
been continued for a period of eight years 
and a half, will be finally dosed, 


The ‘‘Valedictory’’, written by the 
editor, A. Smallfield’, went on to say: 

“The Mercury was commenced in the 
expectation that the Village of Madoc 
would, at no distant time, become the 
County Seat of North Hastings; and that 


the valuable iron ore beds in the vicinity 
would again be worked, and make the 
village the centre of a large and busy 
population. Then the discovery of Gold 
gave a temporary prosperity to the place. 
In the opinion of some, the paper ought 
immediately to have been enlarged; but it 
must be admitted that events have proved 
the Editor’s judgement was more correct 
on that point than that of his critics and of 
the speculators who failed to make a tool of 
him.’’ 

Further on in the editorial of that last 
issue, the editor thanked Mr. C.G. Wilson, 
‘who, from the commencement, has 
accommodated our village subscribers by 
the delivery of the paper at his drug 
store.’’

outside our chosen sphere and will receive 
no consideration or attention at our 
hands.’’ 

He said that measures that are believed 
good for the country will receive the 
support of the newspaper, ‘‘no matter what 
party they may emanate from’’, while 
those that are considered bad will be 
condemned in an equally independent 
manner. 

‘We shall, however, more particularly 
devote ourselves to local affairs: seeking to 
advance the railroading, mining, agricult- 
ural and trade interests of the North Riding 
of Hastings, and by extended publicity 
attract the notice of public elsewhere, with 
its surplus capital and labor, to the 
inexhaustible treasures of this section of 
Ontario, which only await development in 
order to prove their value’’. 

Orr said that publicity, while of great 
importance to a growing country, is even 
more important to a growing community 
such as Madoc. ‘‘It must readily appear to 
all our friends that the greater the measure 
of support with which they favor us, the 

greater the benefit to themselves.’’ 


The Madoc Review 
of 100 years 
inthe past 


The North Hastings Review of 1877 
contained news of local councils, area 
agricultural news, recipes, and coverage of 
social events. 

In addition to the localized content, the 
editors did news summaries of internation- 
al and national events of each week. These 
summaries were not without the coloring of 
the editor’s opinions. 

Another interesting feature of the 
newspaper was literary excerpts from 
works by authors such as Mark Twain. 
Often stories about ghosts and ghouls were 
run on a serialized basis, which no doubt 
helped keep subscriptions up. 

In this anniversary issue, we have 
included examples of the various aspects of 
news coverage, taken from the North 
Hastings Review exactly as they appeared 
in the First year of publication, April 1877 
to April 1878. 

Our readers will notice different spelling 
and usage of words, as well as a different 
style of writing and a subjective approach 
to news coverage. We hope you enjoy this 
special supplement to the newspaper. 


First letter 
congratulates 


new editor 


APRIL 12, 1877 - A subscriber to the 
North Hastings Review, in the news- 
paper's first letter to the editor, today 
congratulated editor and publisher Jas. Orr 
for his determination to keep partisan 
politics out of its pages. . 

Signed only ‘‘A subscriber,’’ the letter 
said that such a stand ‘‘will be in the 
interest of your readers as well as the 

ublic generally.’’ 

: “We have ests so used to one-sided 
criticisms on all public matters that it will 
be refreshing to get an honest one,’’ the 
letter said. ‘‘An impartial criticism - if 
there can be such a thing - will help to give 
a healthy tone to the thinking and reading 
public.”’ ; 

The letter went on to say that there is 
‘‘ample work’’ for the North Hastings 
Review in assisting to develop important 
interests in the county. 

“With a railway running into the 
interior, and the development of the iron, 
lead and other mines, with the influx of 
settlers that will follow the railway that 
purposes to extend some 50 miles back of 
this village, there can be no doubt of a 
variety of interests sufficient to fill all your 
space aside from general news. 

‘IT heartily wish to you success, the 
letter ended, ‘‘and trust that your efforts to 
jelevate the tone of criticism on the acts of 
ublic men will be sustained by an 


intelligent public.” 
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Review’s editorials 
contained passages 


on moral issues 


The editorial writers of the North 
Hastings Review wrote passages on moral 
and human issues on a regular basis. This 
is one such article: 

Riding along the other morning on a 
quiet country road, we overtook a cart 
drawn by a very small horse, driven by a 
very small boy. The cart was loaded up to 
the very edges with very small pumpkins.

‘Indeed! But why did you take them off 
the vines so soon?

Wouldn't they have ripened better on the 
vines?”’ said we. 

“O Lor’s no! They ripens lots betters if 
they're tooken up,” replied he with an 
almost pitying contemptuousness for our 
ignorance. 

We soon left the baby farmer behind, but 
for many a mile the words ‘‘tooken up”’ 
haunted our thoughts. It is really true, 
then, that some things gain by being 
severed from their roots, deprived of their 
natural helps to growth, separated from 
their native air, suddenly and pitilessly 
“tooken up’’, and set down again almost 

anywhere. so that the sun shines on them! 

There is a lesson in this homely bit of 
rural lore. To te ‘‘tooken up”’ is what we 
often need when we do not suspect it. How 
insensible we slip into grooves, even the 
widest-awake of us! Andonce a manisina 
groove. what a fearful wear comes upon 
him, body and soul. 

What danger of stagnation, what 
certainty of apathy! We are doing our 
duty, perhaps “‘in the station wherein it 
has pleased God to put us.”’ We are in the 
places we call our homes. And we love 
them, no doubt. Perhaps, if we are lucky, 
we love our work too. But all the same, we 
are in constant danger of sinking into a 
mechanical routine of line, which is only 
half-living, and which we shall never 
ripen. 

Physicians, physiologists understand 
this. They forbid us, if we would have 
healthy digestions, to eat the same 
articles of food day after day for weeks. 
They order us, when our nerves show 
symptoms of over-strain, to go at once into 
a ‘new air’’. But far more than any 
physician, any physiologist can do for a 
man, a man can do for himself, if he 
comprehends and if he cares. If he has a 

full, honest, earnest man’s purpose to get 
the best for himself out of himself, he is his 
own best doctor. We firmly believe that 
ninety-nine hundreths of our illness, all our 
breaking down, all our tailure, would be 
postponed, if not averted, if men only 
cared a little more about themselves. 

This is not the common view, we know 
that the average human being underrates 
the importance of his own individual good 
time; but we believe it. Not that there is 
any unselfishness in his underrating and 
overlooking himself, by no means. It is 
only a nonchalant, unreasoning, shallow, 
careless over-looking ; an impudent sort or 
taking for granted that, once being alive, 
he will be looked after in the main. 

It is too often too late in life that we see 
how silly all this is; that we find out that, 
in spite of the old proverb, the best way to 
have our cake is to eat a good deal of it. 

Lucky for us if either the cake or the 
teeth be not ali gone before we come to our 
senses! 

But among all the mistakes we make, no 
one is more prominent than the failure to 
realize the need of new agencies, physical, 
social, moral, intellectual, for our growth 
and development. 

New air, new food, new people, new 
books, new thoughts, new habits,--new 


everything. We need abandon no good of 
the old; we can hold it the faster by adding 
the new. We need not run into the opposite 
extreme of ceaseless change because we 
refuse rusty quiet. We need not forsake air 
and sunshine when we change from the 
field to the piazza, and we shall ripen 
much better if we’re tooken up.”

Look about you 
for examples in life 


November 22, 1877 - I ask the young man 
who is just forming his habits of life, or 
just beginning to indulge those habitual 
trains of thought out of which habits grow, 
to look around him and mark the 
examples whose fortune he would covet, 
or whose fate he would abhor. Even as we 
walk the streets we meet with exhibitions 
of each extreme. Here behold a patriarch, 
whose stock of bigor three-score years and 
ten seem hardly to have impaired. His 
erect form, his firm seep, his elastic 
limbs, and undimmed senses, are so many 
certificates of good conduct; or, rather, so 
many jewels and orders of nobility with 
which nature has honored him for his 
fidelity to her laws. His fair complexion 
shows that his blocd has never been 
corrupted; his pure breath, that he has 
never yielded his digestive apparatus for a 
vintner’s cesspool; his exact language and 
keen apprehension, that his brain has 
never been drugged or stupefied by the 
poisons of distiller or tobacconist. 
Enjoying his appetite to the highest, he 
has preserved the power of enjoying them. 
Despite the moral of the schoolboy’s story, 
he has eaten his cake and still kept it. As 
he drains the cup of life, there are no less

Wishart asks for deeds after words 


Madoc, Dec. Sth, 1877 


Mr. Editor, the tone of remarks made by 
some speakers at our recent tea-meeting 
seemed very kindly to us. I now put the 
spirit of them to the proof by asking for 
deeds after words. I and my people have to 
face a debt of $1800 by the 10th of 
February next, and it is a mockery to wish 
us a “‘Happy New Year’’ unless the 
religious public come heartily and at once 
and lift this load off our shoulders. My 
congregation has assisted every denomin- 
ation in the place to build their churches, 
not merely by teaming and going to their 
tea meetings, but also by considerable and 
repeated contributions. We were 17 years 
of building and paying for our former 
church, and, so far as I am aware, not a 
single subscription was given by any one 
outside ourselves. When it was consumed, 
from no fault of ours, I did expect, and had 
a right to expect that the religious public 
would step forwards and say, ‘‘We will 
help you to surmount the loss.’’ At the time 
not a minister in the place, either by word, 
letter, or act, showed us the least sympathy 
or offered the least assistance. We have 
been struggling with our new church tor 
over 4 years, and the following is the sum 
total of pecuniary outside help yet 
rendered: Mr. O’Flynn, of the M.E. 
church, $50; Mr. Ross, of the Church of 


England, $10, of the C.M. Church, 
formerly W.M. church---. I may also add 
Dr. Sutton, $15, and Mr. Barry, 50 cents. 
Several other contributions were voluntar- 
ily promised but remain unpaid. A 


magnificent opportunity if thus afforded to 


an enlightened and spirited community to 
wipe out this disgrace. I do not prefer this 
claim to public aid on personal considera- 
tions,--that would be mean; neither did I 
ask a suitable return for past favors 
granted to every denomination,--that 
would only rise to the standard of the 
‘‘publicans’’; nor because the destruction 


of our church by fire was a public loss and 
should have aroused the active co-opera- 
tion of the whole community; but I appeal 
to Christians from the love you bear your 
Great Master to prove your piety by 
complying with his demand ‘‘bear ye one 


another’s burdens, and so fulfil the law of 


Christ.’” The conditions, are ‘‘freely’’,

Incorporation of Madoc was editorial subject 


The impending incorporation of Madoc 
as a village was the subject of a June 28, 
1877 editorial’ in the North Hastings 
Review. 

“The village of Madoc is about to enter 
upon the first stage of municipal 
existence,’’ the editorial announced. ‘‘At a 
late session of the county council, a bylaw 
was passed to establish it as an 
incorporated village.’’ 


Madoc was compared to ‘‘a child which 


has trusted to the guiding and sustaining - 


hand of the mother to support and direct its 
tottering footsteps’’, now going out on its 
own. 

But, the editorial went on, with the 
advantages of incorporation also came the 
disadvantages. The first was the problem 
of choosing representatives. 

“They (the electors) should select men 
of sound character for integrity and 
vernacity; men of business tact and 
experience, whose welfare is bound up 
with that of the village, and who have a 
substantial interest in its prosperity; and 


they should choose them without reference 
to politics.”’ 

The editorial said special care should be 
taken in the election of a reeve for the 
village, ‘‘ a man whose personal reputation 
and standing in the community would give 
him weight and influence in the council, 
and whose tact and judgment would 
sustain and increase that influence, and 
make it operate to the benefit of his own 
municipality and of the county at large.’’ 


It was felt that there were many men in 
the village would be able to fill these 
requisites. ‘‘But let the constituency 
beware that no mere demagogue, no noisy 
political spouter be allowed to usurp the 
office which demands and ought to be due 
to the solid qualifications enumerated 
above.”’ 

“‘The great advantage which arises to a 
community from the enjoyment of an

founded Review 


On September 26, 1975, Mr. Mullan sold 
the Madoc Review, as well as his other four 
papers, to Cembal Publications Ltd., which 
also owns The Heritage in Amherstview 
and the Picton Gazette. 


On April 6, 1877, brothers James A. and 
Col. John Orr founded the North Hastings 
Review. For six years prior to that date, 
since the time the Madoc Mercury had 
ceased operation, Madoc had been without 
a newspaper. 

James and Col. John Orr had come to 
Madoc in 1877, and were to operate the 
North Hastings Review together until 1887, 
when James Orr left Madoc to establish the 
Tamworth News in partnership with 
W.W. Little. 

Col. John Orr continued to operate the 
North Hastings Review following the 
departure oi his brother, and became a 
well-known and respected member of 
Madoc society. Indeed, the records of the 
Madoc Masonic Lodge show that he was 
initiated into that Lodge, at the age of 30, 
in 1888. He became a Worshipful Master of 
the Lodge in 1895. 

In 1912 Colonel John Orr sold the North 
Hastings Review to A.H. Watson, who 
planned to operate it in conjunction with 
his son Alec. However, World War I 
intervened, causing the death of Alec 
Watson shortly after his return from 
overseas. 

Mr. Watson continued to operate the 
paper for five years following the death of

his son. Then, in 1924, he turned over 
control of the paper to another son, J.A. 
Watson, who operated it for the next 47 
years. 

In 1971 J.A. Watson sold the North 
Hastings Review to Maurice Goulah of 
Tweed. It was during the brief period that 
he owned the paper its name was changed 
to the Madoc Review. 

In July of 1974 Mr. Goulah sold the 
Madoc Review to Don Mullan, owner

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Review is located 
in farming village 


The North Hastings Review was located 
in a village surrounded by a farming 
population. It is only logical then, that 
they ran a column of advice to farmers on 
an irregular basis. Here is one such 
column. 

FALL WHEAT --Where the soil and 
season admit of it, wheat may still be sown 
the early part of this month. Late sowing 
helps us to escape the fly. but brings 
danger of the midge and rust. These latter 
may be avoided (while we escape the 
first) by stimulating the crop to a quick 
growth by selecting midge-proof varieties, 
and by pickling the seed. For all such late 
sowings, a generous dressing of some 
active ammoniacal fertilizer should be 
given. Ammonia is needed now, and poor 

guano conveys this to the roots; 150 Ibs. 

per acre may be applied. 

A PICKLE FOR LATE SOWN WHEAT 
is made by dissolving 4 ounces of sulphate 
of copper (blue vitriol), to every gallon of 
water needed. Put two bushels of wheat in 
a tub or barrel, and pour the above named 
solution over it so that it shall be evenly 
distributed through the grains. Stir the 
wheat thoroughly and turn it outona clean 
barn floor. Then stir in enough dry 
newly-slaked lime to cover every grain. 

RYE may be sown all this month; but 
the later the sowing, the more seed should 
be used. For a soiling crop in early spring, 

sow three bushels per acre. 

WATER FURROWS should be made in 
all grain fields as soon as the sowing is 
finished. If left later, the growing plants 
will be injured by the trampling and 
passage of the plow. We would do this even 
on underdrained land if the surface needs 
it. In this case the furrows should start 
from between the drains to low places 
over them. 

FALL FALLOWING - Weedy meadows 
may be turned over in this month; plow 
corn stubbies and cultivate two or three 
times before winter. 

FALL PLOWING - Ground for oats 
should be fall-plowed and left ridged so 
that the cultivator or harrow may fit it for 
seding in early spring. The land for early 
potatoes should also be plowed and 
manured. Spread the manure upon the 
plowed ground and leave until spring, then 
plow it under. 

SOD GROUND FOR CORN may be 
liberally top dressed with coarse manure 
now, but not plowed until near the time for

planting in the spring, when a dressing of 
artificial corn fertilizer will be sufficient 
for a good crop. Better employ an extra 
team in spring to plow for corn, than turn 
a sod now. There is other and much more 
pressing work at this season. 

CUTTING CORN should not be delayed. 
Every day’s delay after corn is fit to cut, 
greatly damages the fodder, the value of 
which is no small item. 

SHEEP - Now that we are shipping 
sheep and mutton to Europe, every 
farmer who can do so, should take a hand 
in the profits. In England the farmers call 
their sheep ‘‘the rent payers’’, that is, they 

‘are expectd to bring in from $10 to $20 per 

acre over the whole farm, or about what 1s 
paid for rent there. A good mutton sheep 
will sell for nearly $10, without counting 
the fleece; at this price it will pay to keep 
long wool sheep as they ought to be kept. 
The strongest and most rapidly growing 
sheep are the best. Grade Coswold sheep 
are the best for the ordinary farmer. 


EARLY MATURITY is the chief point in 
breeding animals for market now, and the 
chief thing to calculate for, is to have stock 
that will make the most weight in the 
shortest time, and on the least food. 

WARM PENS -- By and by every good 
farmer will find fuel to be cheaper in the 
winter than food, and in a warm pen, pigs 
may be raised in the depth of winter. 
Those who can take care of pigs in 
February, may couple their sows now; 
others should avoid it. When a pig, of any 
good breed, can be made to weigh 300 lbs. 
in ten or twelve months, there is loss in 
keeping any but breeding animals over 
that age.

The accommodation for the 
display of the Dairy, Farm, Garden and 
Domestic Manufactures departments was 
insufficient, and although the show was 
good, the articles were so crowded 
together as to destroy the effect they 
would otherwise have made. Mssrs. W. 
Bristol and Bro., of Madoc exhibited a 
handsome covered Phaeton, a democrat 
wagon, and a lumber wagon, and carried 
off 1st prizes for each. Their display was 
very fine, and a credit to both the 
establishment and the village.

NEWS 


Also a regular feature in the North 
Hastings Review of 1877 was the local 
news column. Appearing here, exactly as 
written in the editions of those days, are 
some of those items. 


The committee appointed by the county 
council to take the census of the village, 
Messrs. Joseph Caverley and S.D. Ross, 
have completed their labors and the result 
is that we have a population of 879. This is 
considerably more than the number 
requisite to incorporate the village. 


On Monday night last some evil disposed 
person, being out of better employment, 
amused himself by carrying off the flag of 
the Madoc Cheap Store. As this is the 
second time this trick has been committed, 
we would advise the perpetrator to have a 
care or he will figure in the next return of 
the list of convictions for this county. 


The credit system has long been looked 
upon as one of the greatest evils with which 
our country is afflicted. It therefore affords 
us pleasure in noting that Mr. Thos. Cross, 
one of our most prominent merchants, has 
decided to adopt the cash system on and 
after the 15th of this month, a change 
which we are sure will be advantageous 
alike to both buyer and seller. 


The social event at Riggs’.school house 
on the 23rd inst., in aid of a donation to 
Rev. A.C. Maybee, was a decided success. 
C.F. Aylesworth presided as chairman, 
and excellent speeches were delivered by 
Rev. A.C. Maybee, N.D. Peters and 
Messrs. A.F. Wood and E.D. O’Flynn. 
Music was furnished by Miss Frank 
Tumelty and Mr. Frank E. O’Flynn. The 
large attendance is sufficient evidence of 
the popularity of the reverend gentleman 
for whose benefit the entertainment was 
given. 


Our county jail appears to be pretty well 
atronized, as there is only accommodation 
or one or two more at the present time. 
There are now in it 24 prisoners, 19 males 
and five females. 


The funeral of the late James Forestell of 
Rawdon, which passed through this village 
on Monday last, was one of the largest 
ever seen in this section, nearly 60 single 

_and double teams being in the procession. 


Large quantities of maple sugar have 
been made by several farmers in this 
section. J.R. Ketcheson informs us that he 
has already made over 800 pounds this 
season, and we have heard of another party 
who has made over 1,000 pounds. 


The fact of a respectable couple getting 
married a few days ago was made the 
occasion for two or three evenings in 
succession of a number of young men and 
boys making night hideous with the noise 
of guns, tin horns, etc. Such proceedings 
are a disgrace to any place within the 
bounds of civilization and no man or boy 
laying any claim to respectability should be 
found having anything to do with such an 
affair. 


We are pleased to see that Messrs. 
Cross and Ridell have already commenced 
operations for the new brick block which 
they propose erecting on the vacant lot 
between Moon’s hotel and J. Mouncey’s 
establishment. As at present contemplat- 
ed, the building will be 66 feet by 40 feet 
and two stories high. We hope that they 
will see their way clear to add another story 
which would much improve the appearance 
of the building, as well as the village. The 
block is intended to contain four stores, 
three of which are already engaged.

Settlers are steadily 
coming into this area 


November 15, 1877 - A considerable 
quantity of land has been taken up this 
summer and fall, and settlers are coming 
into this municipality very steadily. Of 
those who located and took up land here 
last year, all that I have spoken to appear 
to be well satisfied with the country and 
their future prospects. These settlers, it 
must be borne in mind, consist not only of 
immigrants from the old country, but also 
from the front townships. 

Having secured their crops, many of our 
local sportsmen have followed the natural 
bent of their dispositions and sought a 
little relaxation. Most of them have been 
rewarded with very good success, 
especially the anglers. Mr. J. Vance 
caught seventy-five fine gray trout one 
day in L’Amable Lake, and D. Lavallee 
two or three days previusly took fifty 
salmon in Baptistes Lake, also with the 
road, the fish varying from 5 to 15 lbs. 
each. 

Mr. Jarman has had his grist mill 
overhauled and improved, and is doing a 
brisk business at L’Amable. 

A new grist and saw mill and also 
boarding house are about to be erected at 
York River, and Mr. J. B» Cleak is 
building a large store there which is 
nearly completed. 

As it appears to be in order just now to 
chronicle the size and weight of monster 
squashes, gigantic pumpkins, and also 
extraordinary yeilds of grain, I will 
conclude with a record of this description, 
the truth of which I vouch for: Last 
September Mr. P. Laundry pulled up a 
bunch of wheat stocks on his farm, lot 6,

Recipes 


The meals eaten 
by our ancestors 


October 4 - 1877 - SAGE AND ONION 
SAUCE- ae fine as much green sage 
leaves as will fill a dessert spoon after they 
are chopped, and chop as much onion very 
fine as will fill a tablespoon after it is 
chopped, and let them simmer gently in a 
butter saucepan, with four tablespoonfuls 
of water, for ten minutes; than add half a 
teaspoonful of pepper, half a teaspoonful of 
salt, and one ounce of grated bread- 
crumbs; when these are well mixed pour to 
them a quarter of a pint of thin melted 
butter, or as much gravy, and let the sauce 
simmer a few minutes, stirring it all the 
time, and serve it up hot in a sauce tureen. 

BROILED COLD MEAT .- Cut the cold 
meat into slices, and place on the gridiron, 
properly cleansed, and rubbed over with a 
little butter. Put into a hot dish a piece of 
butter the size of a walnut, and a 
teaspoonful of catsup; melt them together, 
and lay the meat from the gridiron on the 
gravy made by these ingredients as soon as 
it is done. 

BROILED SALMON - Slices from a fresh 
salmon, well scaled, cleansed and wiped, 
two ounces of butter, melted; one 
teaspoonful of flour; one salt-spoonful of 
salt. Melt the butter smoothly, thicken it 
with flour, add the salt, and roll the salmon 
well in it; make a very clear fire, take a 
perfectly clean gridiron, and broil 
carefully. Time, ten minutes. 

QUEEN OF PUDDINGS - Soak a pint of 
bread-crumbs in boiling milk, add the yoks 
of four eggs, well beaten and sugar to 
taste. Bake in a pie-dish; when cold spread 
jam over the top, and over that the whites 
of four eggs, beaten to a stiff froth, with 
four tablespoonfuls of white sugar; put into 
the oven and bake a very light brown. 
Flavor with essence of vanilla or lemon. 

SILVER CAKE - Three cups of sifted 
flour, one a half of sugar, one egg, one 
teacup of sweet milk, two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, three tablespoonfuls of yeast 
powder. Flavor with vanilla or lemon to 
taste. Beat the butter and sugar to a cream, 

_add to it the milk and egg, well beaten then 
add the extract. Mix with this very slow 
three cups of flour in which the baking 
powder has been well mixed. Bake in a 
quick oven. 

TOMATO SOUP - To one quart of 
tomatoes add two quarts of water; boil 
one-half hour, then add one quart of new 
milk and a teacup of rich cream. Thicken 
with rolled crackers .ot toasted bread 
crumbs. Some would like fresh young 
onions stewed with the tomatoes, and it is 
said a very little soda prevents the milk 
from turning.- Another receipt recently 
tested, runs thus: - Two quarts boiling 
water, six medium sized tomatoes; boil 
twenty minutes; add not quite one-half 
teaspoonful of soda. While foaming put in 
one pint of milk and cream, crush one 
dozen soda crackers, and season with a 
little salt. It tastes something like oyster 
soup. 

‘*SWEET BRIAR’S’”’ PUDDING - Slice 
sweet or plain white or graham biscuit, or 
stale sponge in other plain cake, and 
spread it about a quarter of an inch thick 
with some kind of ripe fruit, like very nice

peaches, or with some nice stewed fruit; 
put the slices together face to face and fill 
the pudding dish with them. Then pour 
over a boiled custard while hot, made with 
three or four eggs, and a tablespoonful of 
corn starch in a quart of milk. Custard 
carefully prepared, after it is thickened just 
right, is made very light and smooth by 
pouring from one cup of pitcher into 
another, back and forth a few times. Even 
two eggs and more starch will, in time of 
scarcity, answer very well. Set it right away 
to cool, and serve cold next day. Every one 
who tastes it pronounces it delicious. 


November 1, 1877- OATMEAL MUSH - 
This article is seldom cooked sufficiently. 
That results partly from the fact that 
oatmeal is so good-natured. If it is cooked 
twenty minutes or half an hour, it will 
become eatable; it evidently behaves 
itself just as well as it can, but cook it ten 
minutes longer and see how bountifully it 
will repay your attention to its peculiari- 
ties. Cook it an hour and it will fairly 
dissolve in savors so tasty that it would not 
seem the same article as the cooked half 
an hour. It does not matter about the 
kettle, though I prefer one with a flat 
bottom, because it cooks evenly. 

WELCH PORRIDGE is made by 
seasoning it with chopped onion cooked in 
it more or less according to its strength, 
and parsley or thyme added five minutes 
before dishing. Children like it with a few 
slices of potatoes cooked in it; but in 
experimenting do not make a_ hotch 
potch. Some things harmonize and others 
do not. As a rule sweet sauces. are 
agreeable with it rather than those made 
of more tart fruits, and children like them 
for a dressing to their mush, as also do 
older people who cannot drink milk. Cold 
mush should never be thrown away, and 
seldom need be re-warmed. When this is 
done it should be steamed without stirring. 
Mush and porridge are both very useful in 
making short-cake, griddle-cakes, dump- 
lings, biscuit and other dainties. 

OATMEAL BISCUITS - Work Graham 
flour light into oatmeal mush until it is 
stiff enough to roll one an inch thick; then 
cut it into squares or diamonds with a 
knife; place in a well-floured pan and 
bake twenty minutes. The secret of 
success with these is to work them as little 
as possible. Serve warm not hot. 

OATMEAL GRIDDLE CAKES - To one 
part mush add one part water, or, if 
porridge is used, take less water and add 
about one part Graham flour or barley 
meal or corn meal. Mix intimately, so that 
there be no lumps of the mush. It is 
difficult to give any exact rule for the 
consistency, but a little practice will 
decide. If they are too thin, they will not 
turn readily, and will remain sticky and 
mushy after they are cool. If too thick they 
will be hard and heavy. They may also be 
made too sticky by having too large a 
proportion of mush, but if there is not 
enough they will be tough. The knack is 
soon learned, and the cakes can be made 
as tender and light as need be, and without 
the dry sponginess that sometimes 
characterizes those raised by powders.

houses. This was about from 1842 to 1850. 
Under his supervision was built a frame 
church in Madoc R.C. cemetery about the 
year 1850. 

The first resident Pastor of this district 
was Rev. Father Begley. He took up his 
residence in Stoco in 1851. He was Parish 
Priest for about five years. Rev. Father 
Quinlan had charge for a short time, until a 
permanent Pastor was appointed. The next 
Parish Priest was Rev. Father Lawlor. He 
looked after the Spiritual wants of the 
Mission for nearly twenty years. He died in 
Toronto in 1904. These were all appointed 
in Bishop Gaulin’s regime. 

In 1869 Bishop Horan appointed Rev. 
Father Davis, Parish Priest. He, as well as 
his predecessors, had charge of Madoc and 
Queensboro, the present parishes of 
Tweed and Marmora, together with a large 
strip of northern country as far as Bancroft. 

In 1879, by the sanction of Bishop 
O’Brien, Father Davis removed to Madoc 
from Stoco, this being the centre of the 
Mission. 

In 1878, Father Davis built St. Henry’s 
Church, Queensboro, and in 1880 the 
Sacred Heart Church, Madoc, which was 
dedicated to the service of God in 1881 by 
the late Archbishop Cleary. Rev. Father 
Davis was thirty years in charge; in 1899 he 
was promoted to Perth, and died in 1904.

How to write for a paper 


In June 28, 1877 issue of the North 
Hastings Review, potential correspondents 
were given a series of tongue-in-cheek 
instructions on how to write for a 
newspaper. 


‘Never write with pen and ink,’’ said the 
story, reprinted from the Burlington (Iowa) 
Hawkeye. ‘‘It is altogether too plain and 
doesn’t hold the mind of the editor and 
printers closely enough to their work. 


‘If you are obliged to use ink, never use 
that vulgarity known as the blotting pad. If 
you drop a blot of ink on the paper, lick it 
off. The intelligent compositor loves 
nothing so dearly as to read through the 
smear this will make across twenty or thirty 
words. We have seen him bang over such a 
piece of copy half an hour, swearing like a 
pirate all the time, he felt that good. 

‘Don’t try to write too plainly. It is a 
sign of public school breeding. Poor 


writing is an indication of genius. It’s about 
the only indication of genius that a great 
many men possess. Scrawl your article 
with your eyes shut and make every word 
as bad as you can. We get the same price 
from the rag man as though it were covered 
with copper plate sentences. 

‘‘Avoid all painstaking with proper 
names. We know the full name of every 
man, women and child in (Canada) and the 
merest hint of the name is sufficient. It is a 
great mistake that proper names should be 
written plainly. 

‘* Always write on both sides of the paper 
and when you have filled both sides of 
every page, trail a line up and down every 
margin and back to the top of the first 
page, closing your article by writing your 
signature just above the date. How we 


would love to get hold of the men who send 
them. Just for two minutes. Alone, in the 
woods, with a cannon in our hip pocket.”’

The Review has seen many changes over 
the years - changes in publishers, editors, 
locations, even a change in name. But 
through most of these changes, one thing 
remained constant; the faithful, dedicated 
service of the late Ethel Richmond. 


Starting with the paper in 1896 as a 
bookkeeper, Miss Richmond gradually 
acquired an intimate knowledge of the 
workings of newspaper life, and became an 
indispensable asset to her publishers. 


Her grandmother always wanted her to 
become a printer.

high school, Ethel Richmond went to work 
for Col. John Orr’s North Hastings Review 
at one dollar per week. But she started as a 
bookkeeper, rather than a printer. 


Through the 57 years she was with the 
Review, Miss Richmond learned all facets 
of putting out a paper, but retained her 
original position as ledgerkeeper. 


‘‘Working for a newspaper sort of gets 
into your blood,’’ she was quoted as 
saying, in an interview with the Belleville 
Intelligencer. ‘‘I find it very interesting,

Suggestions have been made that legs going out 


October 18, 1877 - Suggestions have been 
made that legs are going out; that, by a 
sort of Darwinian development process, 
men who ride in street-cars, and women 
who go in carriages will change into 
cherubs, all head and shoulders, and that 
the coming race will not walk at all, but, 
like the gods of the poets, “‘glide”’ through 
space. And it must be admitted there is a 
fearful neglect ot the lower extremities. 
What with elevators to obviate the 
necessity for climbing, and street-cars to 
do away with walking, and tight boots to 
complete the work by the destruction of 
the feet, and pull-backs to make 
locomotion difficult, there is a tendency, 
doubtless, to a spindle-shanked degener- 
acy. But let us not delude ourselves into 
the belief that it is a road which leads 
toward perfection. 

For the legs are the keepers of human 
dignity. No man has a commanding, a 
dignified, or even a respectable personal 
presence who has not good pillars 
beneath him. An orator’s invectives can 
no more be hurled effectively from a bad 


footing, than a warrior’s javelins. In 
speech the legs take the recoil from the 
discharge, and if they are well planted the 
force of the utterance is greatly increased. 
There is no dignity without them. When 
Solomon drew his wonderful picture of the 
imbecility of age, the palsied legs were not 
forgotten: ‘“The keepers of the house shall 
tremble’’. Shakespeare send man off the 
scene in the next act to the very last one, a 
‘Jean and slippered pantaloon.”’ Nothing 
can better express the growing infirmity 
of mind and body, than this touch of the 
lank legs and slipshod feet. 

There is as much character in a man’s 
walk as in his face. See how he plants his 
feet. If he ‘‘put his foot down”’ to stay, you 
can depend upon him. If he tread weakly, 
or hesitatingly, or creepingly like a cat, or 
overbearingly, that is in a rough-shod 
way, or energetically, or languidly, or 
shufflingly or bustlingly, or timidly, or 
recklessly, you can in any event read the 
man by the track he makes. And the legs 
and feet he carries have much to do with 
this expression. This is why our great

rostroms. They want to speak with the 
whole body. 

Lowell understood how thoroughly the 
honesty and dignity of a man pervaded his 
legs, when he makes Mr. Biglow describe 
some one’s integrity as extending ‘from 
roots o’hair to soul o’stocking.’’ An honest 
pair of legs are as essential to the 
presentableness of a man as they are to 
the salableness of a horse. The French 
describe a man’s self-possession by saying 


that he has great aplomb--great perpendi- 
cularity, if you please. 

What shall we say, then, of all the mean 
devices, the boots which turn the feet into 
a cornfield, the slipshods and the high 
heels which make men and women walk 
on stilts? What shall we say of the 
helplessness that does not walk enough to 
keep the legs strong and firm? What but 
that all these are evidences of mental 
deformity and imbecility--all these are 
only unhealthful ugliness. 


Obituaries of 1877 contained 
much information of character 


Nowadays, obituaries are written in 
standard format, with only the pertinent 
details about the individual’s next of kin 
and funeral services mentioned. Even 
with a famous person, the obituary usually 
deals with the highlights of his or her 
career, rather than dwelling on the traits 
or character of the deceased. 

Not so in 1877. Newspaper accounts of 
deaths were far more detailed. Here is an 
example, taken from the October 25, 1877 
issue of the North Hastings Review: 

We regret to have to announce the death 
of Francis McAnnany, Esq., Treasurer of 
the County of Hastings, which took place 
at his residence in Belleville on Sunday 
last, 21st inst., in the seventy-third year of 
his age. He had been attacked some three 
months ago with congestion of the lungs,

visit his office. Unfortunately another and 
more violent attack succeeded to which 
his once vigorous constitution was obliged 
to succumb, and death claimed its victim. 
Mr. McAnnany has been a resident of 
Belleville for fifty-four years; was 
appointed County Treasurer in 1851, which 
office he has held up to the time of his 
death. Upright, honest, and honorable in 
all his dealings with his fellow-men, his 
private character was unimpeachable; as 
a Christian gentleman his heart, hand, 
and purse were ever open to relieve the 
distressed, or to assist any worthy object, 
while as a citizen he was honored and 
respected by all who knew him. 

(There then followed a summary of the 
man’s public life.)

Fairs can be useful in different ways 


October 4, 1877 -- The usefulness of fairs 
is not confined to their usefulness in the 
encouragement of agriculture and stock- 
breeding. The annual fair supplies to many 
country people their sole amusement and 
the days given to fairgoing often constitute 
the only vacation the farmer gets during 
the vear. The healthful emulation of 


exhibitors, the desire for personal 
improvement by an inspection of the 
perfect in nature’s products, and the 


curious in mechanical contrivance, the 
wish to meet friends seen but once a year, 
mere curiosity, and the love of a crowd---all 
these combine to bring together at a fair all 
who can possibly get there; and such 
feasting, and chatting, and wondering; 
such unexpected meetings of friends; such 
courting and such flirting, too, it may be; 
such a jolly good time generally, one never 
sees anywhere else. The country people do 
not put on uncomfortable formality with 

their best clothes. Superciliousness constit- 


utes no part of their company manners. 
They leave none of their good feeling at 
home, and bring no fashionable headaches 
with them to the fair. They enjoy 
themselves heartily, and are not bored 
when they are delighted. There is 
cordiality in their hand-shakings and the 
good, honest health of mind and body 
which one sees at the fair is worth a much 
longer journey than most of us have to 
make to get there. 

But there are others there besides 
farmers and their families. The man with 
the wonderful wheel of fortune takes his 
stand by the road-side leading to the 
fair-grounds and tempts credulous pass- 
ers-by with the assurance that there are no 
blanks, and that no prize in his schedule is 
worth less than a quarter, ‘‘and all for the 
trifling sum of five cents a chance.’’ What 
cares he for the political economy which 
teaches that he must lose who gives the 
greater for the lesser value? He only knows 


and only cares to know that his operations 
are profitable, and that there are 
customers to be found in plenty at the fair.

Dear Sir: 
1 wish to address myself to the 


statements being made locally that-too 
many busy ‘‘outsiders”’ are distorting the 
discussion of and the people’s opinion on 
the proposal for a nuclear waste 
management centre in Hastings County. 

My forefathers who settled in this area 
were refugees from the American civil war 
and the Irish Potato famine. I farm ten 
miles south of Madoc. As one long term 
local resident | wish late comers to the area 
who have and are working véry hard to 
present.many sides of the nuclear disposal 
-question to local residents. 

I have attended the two large public 
meetings in Madoc and several of the open 
weekly meetings of the Citizens Opposed 
to Radioactive Pollution. So far as I can 
judge virtually all who have speken on 
these occasions have been local ratepayers 
in the County. There has been a much 
more restrained show of emotion and use 
of languéige in these public meetings than 
in most of our local hockey games and on 
an-issue of somewhat greater significance. 

The experimental development of a 
nuclear waste re-processing and _ final 
disposal plant in this area merits the widest 
possible input of information from the 
experience of scientists and all other 
community groups who have had to deal 
with ,this question before us. We have 
virtually no homegrown experience in the 
County in regard to radioactivity except 
perhaps at Deloro and Bancroft. The AECL 
has a vested interest in its own plans, its 
own prestige. We must hear its 
representatives much as we would a real 
estate agent selling us a house. We must 
have from others independent, disinterest- 
ed views on the issues. I regret that some 
local citizens have sought to discredit as 
outsiders, able, intelligent, concerned 

‘citizens and the important information they 
offer us. 

Mr. Jack Ellis and 
Conservative Party are demanding a 
national inquiry that can enable Canadians 
to take a national view of the nuclear power 
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The Madoc Review welcomes letters

decisions that will affect our lives. This 
sition is much more akin to the ut-level 


eelings of most residents of astings 
County. 
With ‘the exception of Mr. Clarke 


Rollins, the Moira River Conservation 
Authority and the Hastings County 
Federation of Agriculture, who else of our 
local representatives have asked questions 
in public of AECL or declared to us their 
thoughts on nuclear wastes? We hear that 
some do favour the Mt. Moriah proposal. 
Why have they been silent in the public 
meetings in Madoc? Why do they not tell 
us their reasons for favouring the project? 

The objection to ‘‘outsiders’’, even if it 


_ were true, is irrelevant to the nuclear issue 


before us. A nuclear waste site in Centre 
Hastings would be the biggest outsider to 
settle here since the avalanches, eons ago. 
Our local uranium mine at Bancroft sells to 
outsiders. The Moira River Authority has 
been told that the total output of the mine 
is earmarked for South Korea and 
Argentina. The governments of both these 
states arrest their citizens in the night and 
send them into limbo without any legal 
charge having been laid, and without trial. 
I know because I have friends who have 
been hauled from’ their beds and never 
seen again. And yet the daily economy of 
Bancroft depends upon placing the most 
deadly power known to man in the hands of 
these very dictatorships. 

We must not discredit and dismiss 
information or those who wish.to provide 
us with it. I choose. one example of 
information that seems to me very relevant 
to the Moira River. Thirty miles from 
Buffalo a nuclear site, West Valley, has so 
contaminated two small streams flowing 
near the nuclear laboratories and installa- 
tions that radioactive mineral particles 
have been taken in and built-into the flesh 
and bone tissue of fish and deer consuming 
the water. Their flesh and especially their 
bones now have’ a built-in radiation that 
will last for fifty years. Men, women and 
children of the area have eaten these fish 
and deer. Similarily seepage from nuclear 
waste storage near the Columbia River, 
U.S.A., has contaminated the local duck 
population of the river. New York State 
finally had to force the federal Atomic 
Energy Commission, to close down the 
plant near Buffalo. 


Let all of us, whether recent or long time 
residents of this area, welcome the widest 
-possible range of information on nuclear 
waste management in this County. Our 
children and future generations will judge 
if we have made up our minds in the light 
of all the facts and with due thought for 
their rights to health and birthright in this 
land.

Four of the five owners of the Madoc 
Review during its 100 year lifespan were on 
hand last Wednesday for a wine and 
cheese reception at the Madoc Hotel. 

‘The celebration, which coincided with 
the day and date, Wednesday, April 6, 
1877, of the founding of the North Hastings 
Review, the forerunner of the Madoc 
Review, was attended by approximately 35 
local residents. Also on hand were 

ives from Cembal Publications 
Ltd., the current owners of the newspaper. 


Mrs. Florence James, the ddaught- 


er of the original owner of the paper, 
James Orr, came up from her home in 
Sudbury for the occasion. 


When James Orr left Madoc in 1877 to 
found the Tamworth News, later to become 
the Tweed News, his brother, Mrs. James’ 

-uncle, took over the pa and ran it 
until 1912. In that year Col. John Orr sold 
the paper to A.H. Watson, who ran it until 
he iy it over to his son, James Watson, 
in 1924. 


James Watson, who was on hand for the 
reception Wednesday evening, ran the 
newspaper from 1924 until he sold it to 
Maurice Goulah in 1971. It was while Mr. 
Goulah owned the paper that he changed 
the name from the North Hastings Review 
to the Madoc Review. It was also during 
this period that the production of the paper 
went from the traditional hot lead type, set 
by linotype machines, to the more modern 
method of off-set printing. 


In 1974 Mr. Goulah sold the paper to 
Don Mullan. Mr. Mullan owned four other 
apers, and his offices in Marmora, 
tario. This marked the first time in 97 
years that the Review was owned by 
someone outside the Madoc area. 


On September 26, 1975, Mr. Mullan sold 
the Madoc Review, as well as his other four 
papers, to Cembal Publications Ltd., which 
also owns the Heritage in Amherstview 
and the Picton Gazette.

New fire alarm system 
‘considered in Marmora 


Marmora Village Council and Marmora 
and Lake Township Council are consider- . 
ing implementing a new fire alarm system 
for their joint volunteer fire department. 

If the new system was introduced, fire 
calls would be phone: in to a zenith 
number, and the dispatcher of Re 
Belleville Fire Department would activate 
the Village siren by means of an impulse 
over a telephone line. The Belleville Fire 
Department would charge $600 per year for 
providing this service through their central 
radio emergency control system.

, units equipped with a beeper to alert them

' firefighting.

Marmora involves the use of special 
telephones for a cost of $50 a month. The 
phones are manned 24 hours a day, a 
system which the Councils realize is a great 
responsibility for the workers involved.

The 
Madoc train was ‘‘snowed in’ from 
Thursday night until Saturday afternoon, 
and no mails reached Madoc in the 
meantime.

employed, the roads not being entirely 
clear until Sunday. Some of the county 
roads leading to Madoc were impassable 
for two or three days.

‘All students entering a secondary 
school program on or after September 1, 
1977, shall within their program during the 
first two years, include courses in 
required subjects English, History, Geog- 
raphy, Mathematics and Science.”’ 

This quotation from the Ministry of 
Education regulations governing high 
school courses will be greeted by parents 
and the public at large with satisfaction.

_ signals a return to building our children’s 


education around a core of basic academic 
subjects. 

Those of us who are in education are 
equally happy. It may be that at last we 
are coming close to reality in our 
educational objectives. On the one hand 
there is a very real need to give our young 
people a solid grounding in the basics. On 
the other hand is the need to build into our 
educational system preparation to meet 
the demands of: an ever more complex 
social and technical world.

Whether we are teachers or parents we 
fail our children if we do not work to meet 
both kinds of basic needs. There are those 
who feel that one or the other is neglected

Needlecraft Guild. 

Her Winter Dress. (photographed on 
Model) shows all the flair and know-how of 
a New York designer. This dress is made 
from sheer tergal (a curtain material) with 
silver fabric, representing melting ice. This 
is not exactly a dress but rather an image of 
one, that could be worn over a leotard or 
simple under-tunic, and certainly shows 
Jane’s imagination. 

The piece which brought the most 
recognition to her is called the ‘Homage to 
Lodge Poles’. She got the inspiration for 
this work from looking into the forest on a 
trip to Lake Louise, Alta. 

The fabric for the ‘Homage’ design is a 
combination of Trapunto (Italian Quilting 
Techniqué) and other conventional stitch- 
ery. She cut layers of unbleached cotton, 
opened up holes to give a third dimension, 
and sewed everything on four layers of 
cardboard for stiffness. The background is 
painted with a dye, on which dark branches 
are stitched. The trees are in off-shade 
white with white string and thread 
branches. 

This piece was purchased by the 
Government of Albetta, Art Foundation, 
an agency appointed to collect works of Art 
for a permanent provincial collection 
comprising world-wide items.

at times, but on the whole Hastings County 
is striving to arrive at a sound and 
effective balance between the two.

In 
future columns I would like to go into some 
detail. For now, it will help if we look at 
Learning Outcomes as a three step 
process. First let us state clearly what we ° 
expect the student to know, do or think 
when he has gone through a learning 
experience. Second, let us set a standard 
ef achievement for that knowing, doing or 
thinking and third let us measure how 
close the student comes to meeting the 
standard. If we can succeed in, doing this 
effectively in all the areaS which are truly 
basic to successful living, we shall indeed 
have a superior educational system. Such 
an outcome is a goal for which all of us

on the bike. In the sessions on riding 
techniques the students are trained in the 
safe handling of the bike in such situations © 
as: braking methods - normal emergency; 
crossing a narrow bridge; straight running 
and cornering. 


Following their training at the school, . 
the students are assisted in making 
arrangements for the official. road test of 
the Department of Transportation and 
Communications, Province of Ontario. 

This is the second yest that the course on 
motorcycle safety has been offered by 
C.H.S.S. As Mr. Powell points out, the 
reason for starting the program was 
threefold: first, to try and counteract the 
high mortality rate among motorcyclists 
(more than four times that of automobile 
drivers); second, to overcome the difficulty 
which beginner motorcyclists have in

Students at Marmora Senior School were 
reminded that people must take responsi- 
bility for their actions, when Constable Don 
Kuzyk of the Belleville detachment of the 
OPP spoke to students Thursday as part of 
their Education Week program. 
Constable Kuzyk said people must think 
of how someone else feels when something 
bad is done to them. 

To the surprise of some of his grade 
seven audience, Constable Kuzyk said that 
juveniles can go to jail. They are first sent 
to a reformatory, but when they reach the 
appropriate age, can then be required to 
serve the rest of their sentences in a 

enitentiary. He used the famous 
Stephen Truscotte case as an example of 
such a situation. 
CRIMINAL RECORD 


The policeman, who visits 23 schools in 


the Belleville, Marmora, Madoc, Tweed, \ 


Stirling and Frankford areas to speak on a 
variety of subjects, reminded students that 
a criminal record remains with an offender 
for life. The’ government is considering’ 
allowing juveniles offences to be kept on 
record. He added that a criminal record 
recludes working at a number of jobs, 
including being employed by the govern- 
ment, banks or Boards_of Education. 

“"You’re stuck with this for the rest of 
your. life,’’ he said. 

He quoted the theme song of the 
television show ‘‘Baretta’’, ‘‘Don’t do the 
crime if you can’t do the time’. 

Constable Kuzyk pointed out to students 
the ways in which they might become 
involved in crime.more or less by accident. 
He said a student might accidentally start a 
fire due to smoking in a school washroom, 
and be held responsible for the fire and 
‘damage done. . 

Removing a flashing light from a 
construction barricade might cause an 
“accident and the juvenile would be 
responsible indirettly for the result#of his 
action. Even scratching initials or words on 
school desks could be classed as mischief 
or willful damage, he said. 

The constable also pointed out that 
someone has to pay for the damage done to 
property. New desk tops are paid for with 
money from a taxation district, in this case 
Hastings County. 3 


_ EVENTUALLY PAY PRICE 

Shoplifting simply forces merchants to 
increase the cost of goods sold in their 
stores, he added. He told students they 
might get away with not paying for the 
article stolen, but eventually they will have 
to pay through higher prices charged on 
/other goods to make up for the merchant’s 

. financial loss. 

Even where insurance covers accidents 
or damage done to property, eventually 
one pays for the restitution. Insurance fees 
are increasing according to what the 
companies have to pay ‘out. 

“Everything sort of has a_ snowball 
effect,’’ said Constable Kuzyk. 

He said that crimes against property 
amounted to losses totalling hundreds of 
millions of dollars last year and that there 
were 419,000 reported crimes against 
property in Ontario. 

Students paid close attention to the 
policeman’s informal talk, and asked many 
questions. A number of questions related 
to situations the students had seen in 
television polige programs. Some students 
expressed concern for the number of . 
innocent people who are placed in penal 
institutions.

CRIMINAL RECORD 

The policeman, who visits 23 schools in 
the Belleville, Marmora, Madoc, Tweed, 
Stirling’and Frankford areas to speak on a ° 
variety of subjects, reminded students that 
a criminal record remains with an offender 
for life. The government is Pyeradie 
allowing juveniles offences to be kept of! 
record. He added that a criminal record 

recludes working at a number of jobs, 
including being employed by the govern- 
ment, banks or Boards of Education. 

“‘You’re stuck with this for the rest of 
your life,’’ he said. : 

He quoted the theme song of the 
television show ‘‘Baretta’’, ‘‘Don’t do the 
crime if you can’t do the time’. : 

Constable Kuzyk pointed out to students 
the ways. in which they might become 
involved in crime more or less by accident. 
He said a stident«might accidentally start a 
fire due to smoking in a school washroom, 
and be ‘held responsible for the fire and 
damage done. 

Removing a flashing light from a 
construction barricade might cause an 
accident and the juvenile would be 
responsible indirectly for the result of his 
action. Even scratching initials or wofds on 
school: desks could be classed as mischief 
or willful damage, he said.

Shoplifting simply forces merchants to 
increase the cost of goods sold in their 
stores, he added.

As long 
as the transactions don’t ap- 
pear on, anyone’s books, the 
traders hope to avoid paying 
taxes. Sometimes it works. 
More often, it doesn’t. The 
Canadian Federation of In- 
dependent Business became 
very concerned about the tax 
evasion nature of some bar- 
tering; it is warning members 
that, for tax purposes, there 
is no difference between pay- 
ments in kind and payments 
in cash.

Regardless of legal speed limits, the 
wise driver sets his own standards in 
accordance with changing conditions. And 
he knows that the more moderate his 
speed, the less gasoline his car consumes. 

He doesn’t go 60 miles an hour on wet 
pavement, ignoring such things as a truck 
approaching from the other direction and 

e flashing turn indicator of the car ahead, 
just because the sign reads ‘'60"’. 

He knows that the sign simply indicates 
the permissible maximum. For safety’s 
sake, the good driver reduces his speed 
when his driving knowledge tells him it is 
the safest course. 

Here is a check list of conditions that call 
for a light foot on the accelerator, compiled 
by the Tilden Rent-a-car System, Canada’s 
largest car rental organization: - 

1. Approaching and moving through an 
intersection, the wise driver slows down. 
2. Coming into a curve, he governs his 
s rding to its sharpness. 

3. He adjusts his speed to a .narrow, 


winding road, especially if it is unpaved or 
pocked with pot holes. 
4. He adjusts his speed to slippery road 


' conditions. ; 


5. When darkness cuts visibility, he reduc 
es his speed sothe will not overdrive the 
ae of his lights. 

6. On narrow city streets with cars d 
on both sides, he is especially watchful for 
children and other pedeettane stepping 
into his path. He is on the alert for cy ; 
7. When he drives through a shopping 
district, he slows down because of the 
ane behaviour of jaywalkers. 

8. If he is getting too close to the car ahead, 
he slows down to widen the gap. 

A driver with the hurry habit finds the 
last point hardest to heed. By nature a 
man in a hurry is a lonely man, and he 
characteristically speeds up to the rear of 
the car ahead and companionably hangs a 
harrowing few feet behind its bumper. 

Tilden says if you have the hurry habit, 
break it. If you don’t have it, avoid it!

Car manufacturers, importers and 
franchised dealers have been asked to 
distribute stickers to purchasers of new 
cars. 


Film clips, radio tapes and printed 
information explaining how the consumer 
can get better value for his or her money 
and avoid car repair problems will be 
disseminated. 

The tips advise car owners to: 

- review car warranties carefully to 
determine who pays what; 3 
-check the owner’s manual for solutions to 
problems; 

- describe problems specifically and ask 
questions when taking the car for 
servicing; 

- ask for estimates and make sure all work 
is authorized; 

- never sign a blank work order; 

- get full details on work covered by 
warranties, including parts and labour.
